On Children’s 
Clothes Cost

This is the year America’s first 
three-million-plus baby crops of 
1946 and ’47 turn school age. This 
fall will be a period of big ex- 
pense for many wage-earning 
families as they outfit children for 
school, and keep them supplied. 
It's hard for even children’s 
;wear sellers to understand why 
| kids’ clothes are so expensive. 
Here are buying policies and tips 
that can help parents keep down 


costs while shopping for chil- 
dren’s clothes this Fall: 
1.Buy for Immediate Needs: 


Don't buy a whole Fall wardrobe 
for your child in September. Buy 
only what he or she immediately | 
children often outgrow before they | 
outwear clothes. There will be 
more cut price sales later in the 
season so you can fill in at savings, 


and at the children’s new size.) 
2.Buy Shoes That Fit Well, 
Don’t Cost Much: Proper fit is 


more important in children’s shoes! 
than expensive price. Many par- 
ents have the notion only the high- 
er-priced shoes are suitable for 
their children's feet. But because 
these are;so costly, the parents 
then tend to let the children con- 
tinue wearing them after they’re 
out-grown. It’s all right to buy| 
moderate-priced shoes for children 
as long as they fit well. Properly-} 
fitted shoes wear longer as well 
as avoid foot ills. The trouble is 
the low-priced stores don’t take 
as much trouble in fitting as the! 
expensive ones. In that case, you 
have to check the fit yourself. 

3. Make Duplicates: More moth- 
ers have been making children’s} 
dresses and other garments in re-} 
cent years because of high cost.! 
You do save from one-half to two- 
thirds the price of “ bought” 
clothes.

recommending sprays or sealed 
bags instead.

Alameda County's industrial 
growth in the first seven months 
of 1952 totalled $16,810,796 and ad- 
ded 1,961 new jobs and $5,883,000 
to the annual payroll, Charles P.

With respect to the national scene, it becomes increas- 
ingly apparent that we must take a greater interest in na- 
tional party politics. The American Federation of Labor has 
throughout the years resisted all efforts of those who would 
place us into partisan politics. We, as both Democrats and 
Republicans, have operated successfully under the philosophy 
of Samuel Gompers, which is to support our friends and op- 
pose our enemies on the basis of their legislative record. We 
are not proposing any change in this basic philosophy. How- 
ever, it is imperative that we recognize the fact that for the 
first time in our history, a major political party has made the 
destruction of the American labor movement a primary ob- 
jective of their party organization.
